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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This application has been reviewed. Original claims 1-16 are currently pending. 
The rejections are as stated below. 

2. An examination of this application reveals that applicant is unfamiliar with patent 
prosecution procedure. While an inventor may prosecute the application, lack of skill in 
this field usually acts as a liability in affording the maximum protection for the invention 
disclosed. Applicant Is advised to secure the services of a registered patent attorney or 
agent to prosecute the application, since the value of a patent is largely dependent upon 
skilled preparation and prosecution. The Office cannot aid in selecting an attorney or 
agent.

4. Applicant is reminded of the proper content of an abstract of the disclosure. 

A patent abstract is a concise statement of the technical disclosure of the patent 
and should include that which is new in the art to which the invention pertains. If the 
patent is of a basic nature, the entire technical disclosure may be new in the art, and the 
abstract should be directed to the entire disclosure. If the patent is in the nature of an 
improvement in an old apparatus, process, product, or composition, the abstract should 
include the technical disclosure of the improvement.

Extensive mechanical and design details of apparatus should not be given. 
Claim Objections 

5. Claims 1-1 1 are objected to because of the following informalities: the claims 
should be written in the present tense. See the claims in the cited references for 
examples. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claims 2-5 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper 
dependent form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. 
Applicant is required to cancel the claims, or amend the claims to place the claims in 
proper dependent form, or rewrite the claims in independent form. It is held that the 
transitional phrase "consisting of is a closed ended phrase, which excludes any 
element, step, or ingredient not specified in the claim. See MPEP 21 1 1 .03. Therefore, 
claiming that the kiosk consists of a monitor, a keyboard, a scanner, or a digital pad with 
wand would exclude the elements of claim 1 , which is improper. 
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Furthermore, if Applicant intended claim 5 to include the scanner of claim 4, 
claim 5 should be dependant from claim 4, not claim 1 . 

6. Claim 16 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form because 
a multiple dependent claim must refer to its parent claim or claims in the alternative 
only. For example, "The method according to any one of claims 12-15 wherein..." or 
"The method according to claims 12, 13, 14, or 15 wherein...". See MPEP § 608.01 (n). 
Accordingly, the claim has not been further treated on the merits. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

7. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a whtten description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

8. Claims 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claims contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. 
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9. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

1 0. Claims 1 -1 6 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required 
by 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claims are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claims must be in one 
sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patents cited. 

Claim 1 , it is not clear if the data is processed by the database and individuals 
receiving the data, or if the language is alternative, meaning database or individuals. 

Claims 12-15, it is not clear how the methods are performed. A proper method 
claim is comprised of steps which, when preformed, produce a result. There are not 

steps, and therefore the method claim has undue breadth (i.e., claim 13 is directed 
towards all methods for payment of services, claim 14 is directed towards all methods 
for calculating income taxes). 

Claims 1-4 are apparatus claims, but contain method steps. This is considered a 
hybrid claim, and is improper because it is not clear whether the claim is directed 
towards the structure of the apparatus or the function which the apparatus performs 
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(kiosk receives and scans; kiosk will produce; monitor standing; keyboard lying; scanner 
lying). A proper apparatus claim describes the structure of the apparatus, for example 
by describing the processor, memory, network adapter, display, etc. 

Claim 1 1 refers to "said kiosk" but is not in the form of a proper dependant claim. 
Therefore, it is not clear which kiosk (of any of the kiosks described in claims 1 -1 0) are 
being further limited by claim 1 1 . 

Claim 1 1 , it is not clear if the external covering is made of one of the materials, 
one or more of the materials, or a combination of all the materials. 

Examiner further notes that many of the limitations of the kiosk are not functional 
recitation, or intended use recitation. As noted above, a proper apparatus claim 
describes the apparatus itself. A description of what the kiosk does or how it is used 
does not further limit the apparatus claim, and is not given weight when determining 
patentability over the prior art. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 



11. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, macliine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 
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12. Claims 12-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because tine claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

Claims 12-16 recite methods. Based on Supreme Court precedent, a proper 
process must be tied to another statutory class or transform underlying subject matter to 
a different state or thing {Diamond v. Diehr, 450 U.S. 175, 184 (1981); Parker y. Flook, 
437 U.S. 584, 588 n.9 (1978); Gottschalk v. Benson, 409 U.S. 63, 70 (1972); Cochrane 
V. Deener, 94 U.S. 780,787-88 (1876)). Since neither of these requirements is met by 
the claim, the method is not considered a patent eligible process under 35 U.S.C. 101 . 
To qualify as a statutory process, the claim should positively recite the other statutory 
class to which it is tied, for example by identifying the apparatus that accomplished the 
method steps or positively reciting the subject matter that is being transformed, for 
example by identifying the material that is being changed to a different state. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



1 3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed In the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 
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14. Claims 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by 
Valentine et al., U.S. Patent Application Publication No. 2002/0013747. 

Valentine discloses the claimed invention including a kiosk receiving data to be 
processed by a database or individuals, producing documents (paragraphs 17-24). 
Valentine teaches the kiosk has a monitor, keyboard, and scanner, magnetic swipe 
mechanisms, output slots, input slots, money repository box, and can be made of any 
material, any shape, and any size (figure 2, and paragraphs 17, and 34), and methods 
including inputting W2's (paragraph 38).
